during Nazi 
Anouilh’s interpretation of the 


occupation 


play was for the primary pur- 
pose of stirring the French into 
a state of resistance. Antigone 
is made a symbol of democratic 
defiance and becomes the em- 


bodiment of cold rational power 
without offending the Nazi cen- 
sors. The story is of the conflict 
between them. 

During the evening practices, 
Mr. Harold Ulrici has been em- 
phasizing rhythm in relation to 
stage movement,  gracefulness 
and poise, and characterization. 
According to Mr: Ulrici,; who is 
using a new style of directing, 
it will be the most impressive 
play in the history of the college 
because of its tragedy element. 

The play is built around Antig- 
one whose two. brothers were 
killed fighting each other in a 
civil war, trying to decide which 
one would be king. Creon, their 
father’s (Oedipus) brother-in-law, 
becomes king. He then ordains
